Record Values of Imports and Exports 
in June 


HE value of exports of United Kingdom goods 

in June (£93°1 million) was the highest in any 

month since the end of the war (exceeding the 
previous best figure, in November last, by £1°0 
million), and in fact was higher than in any month 
since December 1920. This figure shows a sharp 
rise in the rate of export as June contained only 
24 working days. While the effect of the fuel crisis 
is largely past, the figure is not so high as it would 
have been if production had not been interfered with 
so seriously in February. If we take 26 days (ex- 
eluding Sundays) as a normal working month, exports 
during the last nine months have been, in million £:—

Part of the increase in value was due to higher 
prices, but the daily rate by volume was also high, 
being only slightly below the peak figure for last 
July. Allowing for the rise in 
prices since 1938, the volume of 
of Exports exports for the second quarter as a 
whole is provisionally estimated at 102 per cent. 
of 1938, the index being 101 for the first and 111 for 
the last quarter of 1946; the volume index for 
June is approximately 106 as against 103 and 97 
in May and April respectively. 

Included in the export figures are supplies for 
relief and rehabilitation in liberated areas as well as 
shipments by N.A.A.F.I. and similar organizations 
for the use of our Forces abroad. The value of exports 
by U.N.R.R.A. included in the June total was £1°2 
million as against £1-3 million in May and £2-2 million 
in April. The corresponding figures for N.A.A.F.I. 
were 0:8, 0°8 and 0°6 million £’s respectively. Ex- 
elusive of U.N.R.R.A. and N.A.A.F.I. shipments the 
value of exports in June was £91°1 million compared 
with £87°6 million in May, £79°9 million in April and 
an average of £85°1 million in the fourth quarter of 
last. year. 


Volume 


The high figure of exports in June is largely ac- 
counted for by the value of vehicles exported reaching 
the new record of £14°4 million. Exports of vehicles 
Petites ont “ the a ae this yuan: exceeded 
Machinery ose of machinery (£14°2 million) 

though the latter was £0.5 million 
more than the average for the two previous months. 
Exports of aircraft and parts reached £2°4 million, 
the highest figure on record, the previous best being 
£2°0 million in May. Exports of ships and boats were 
the highest in tonnage since January 1939, and in 
value (£1°8 million) since 1931. The number of new 
cars exported (10,302) was only 368 short of the 
record figure in May. 


The rate at which imports have been rising since 
February was somewhat checked in June, the value 
(£153°8 million) exceeding May by only £0°6 million, 
but this value was, nevertheless, the highest figure 
recorded since July 1920. On a daily average 
basis imports in June were 9 per cent. higher than in 
May and 4} per cent. above the April rate. Re- 
exports in June (£4°1 million) fell by £2°7 million 
compared with the average of the two previous months 
to the lowest figure since last October. This was due 
mainly to the sharp decline in re-exports of rubber 

from the record figures in April and 
Small May, the value being only £192,000 
Re-exports against £2°4 million. Re-exports of 
wool in June (£1'1 million) were nearly £600,000 
less than the average for the two preceding months, 
The aggregate value of other items was substantially 
unchanged ; re-exports by U.N.R.R.A. and N.A.A.F.I. 
amounted to £133,000. 


Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and 
re-exports during June were published* on July 21 
and the table on page 260 shows the summary

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figures for retained imports and United Kingdom exports. 

The value of United Kingdom exports in June was £6°9 
million above the average for the two previous months. 
Raw materials were the lowest in value this year, notwith- 
standing a rise to £940,000 in exports of brass scrap to the 
United States for refining and subsequent return as copper 
to this country, and a rise to £106,000 in similar exports to 
Belgium. Exports of food, drink and tobacco (£5-9 million) 
were £1-4 million higher than the average for April and May, 
mostly due to larger exports of spirits and tobacco, which 
were the highest since May and October 1946, respectively. 


Among manufactured articles all but three groups showed 
increases over the average for April and May. Reference 
has already been made to the record figure for vehicles and 
the increase in machinery. Exports of iron and steel were 
the highest by both quantity and value since January, the 
May figures being just exceeded. Textiles as a whole were 
up by £1-1 million on the average of the two previous months, 
notwithstanding a reduction of £0-5 million for apparel to 
£2-4 million, the lowest since April 1946. Chemicals, drugs, 
etc., rose by £0°5 million and paper, cardboard, etc., by 
£450,000, the value of paper, etc., exports in June (£1-7 
million) being the highest since November 1920, though the 
quantity was smaller than in three months last year and 
below the 1938 average. 


The value of retained imports in June (£149-7 million) was 
the highest since June 1920, exceeding the average for April 
and May by £6-4 million. Food, drink and tobacco fell by 
£3-1 million to £69-6 million, or slightly less than half the 
total, whereas in previous months since November the 
proportion had been more than half. The reduction was due 
essentially to tobacco, which fell from £4-5 million to £1-2 
million, the lowest figure for three years. Meat was lower 
by £1-9 million, and beverages and cocoa preparations and 
dairy produce fell by £0-6 million and £0-5 million respec- 
tively. Offsetting these, retained imports of grain and 
flour (£16-2 million) rose by £2-7 million, though June 
imports were not so high as in May ; and the value of fresh 
fruit and vegetables imported rose by £1-2 million to £8-7 
million, the highest so far recorded, there being abnormal 
imports of plums and cherries and a seasonal rise for 
tomatoes; imports of sugar rose by £1-8 million and the 
quantity (272,000 tons) was the highest on record. 


Retained imports of raw materials (£43-7 million) 
increased by £3-6 million to the highest value since December 
1920. The biggest increase over the April-May average 
was £3-4 million for wood and timber, the quantity imported 
(apart from mining timber) being the largest since 1939, 
though one-fifth below the 1938 average. Owing to the 
reduced re-exports, rubber rose by £2-0 million and there 
was an increase of £1-4 million for paper-making materials, 
while the major decline was £3-2 million for cotton. Re- 
tained imports of manufactured articles were £4-8 million 
higher than the average for the two preceding months, 
largely owing to a rise of nearly £2 million for both non- 
ferrous metals (mainly copper) and for cotton goods, the 
value of the latter in June (£2-4 million) being the highest on 
record. This was due to grey unbleached piece-goods to the 
value of £2-0 million being imported, mainly from Japan, 
with a view to their being finished in this country and then 
exported to various Colonies. 


Trade in the Quarter 


In the second quarter the value of metal goods exported 
(£127-4 million) was £4-4 million above the peak figure 
recorded for the fourth quarter of last year. Exports of 
metal goods have been increasing in relative importance 
since the third quarter of 1946, the proportion of exports of 
total manufactures having risen from 51 per cent. to 55 per 
cent. 


Iron and Steel 


Exports of iron and steel were high in the second quarter 
of last year and declined subsequently, but last quarter saw a 
recovery practically up to the figure of the fourth quarter 
of last year and the pre-war average. Compared with the 
fourth quarter there was a marked reduction for crude iron 
and steel and a rise of 12,000 tons for finished iron and steel 
goods ; rolling mill products showed no substantial change, 
but remained well above the pre-war figure, whereas exports 
of finished goods were 9 per cent. below the 1938 average. 
Exports of railway material and galvanized sheets were high 
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in relation to the fourth quarter and those of wrought tubes 
and hollow-ware low, though the quantity of hollow-ware 
exported was still more than four times the pre-war average,

Machinery 


The quantity of machinery exported has been practically 
the same in each of the past three quarters, at 43 per cent. 
more than in 1938. Exports of machine tools, more than 
double those in 1938, were the highest on record. Those of

agricultural machinery were nearly three times the pre-war 
figure, and of cranes and hoists twice, and boilers and boiler- 
house plant also showed a rise above the average. The 
latter was depressed by textile machinery, which alone 
among the principal classes failed to reach its pre-war 
average. British India (£11-9 million), the Soviet Union 
(£8-0 million), the Union of South Africa (£6-5 million) and 
Australia (£4-2 million) have so far this year been our largest 
markets. 


Other Metal Manufactures 


Exports of aluminium and aluminium manufactures, 
which had risen rapidly up to the end of last year, suffered a 
setback last quarter, but were nevertheless still nearly six 
times the 1938 average. Exports of brass and brass manu- 
factures declined further, but those of copper and copper 
manufactures recovered from the fall in the first quarter ; in 
each case the quantity exported was more than double the 
pre-war figure. The number of radio sets exported showed 
a further small decline, being 100,000 against 137,000 in the 
fourth quarter of 1946, but exports last quarter were larger 
than in the whole of any year before the war. 
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Exports of motor cars reached the record total of 28,229— 
an increase of 1,204 on the previous best in the fourth 
quarter and two and a half times the 1938 average. The 
increase since the end of the war has been continuous, apart 
from the setback caused by the fuel shortage in the first 
quarter of this year. Exports in May and June averaged 
about 10,500, but this is nothing like the present rate of pro- 
duction for export, which in June was nearly 14,000 (in- 
cluding chassis). All other’ road vehicles were below the 
fourth quarter but in every case well above the 1938 
figures. Mostly the figures were also below those for the 
first quarter, showing the continuing effects of the inter- 
ruption of production ; the manufacturers’ figures show 
that the number of commercial vehicles now being produced 
for export is only slightly less than in the fourth quarter of 
last year. The effect of the fuel shortage on pedal cycles

was not so serious as for motor vehicles and last quarter’s 
export figure was only just below the record figure 
for the fourth quarter of 1946—nearly two and a half 
times the 1938 average. Exports of locomotives and parts 
and wagons and trucks were twice and one-third higher 
respectively than the pre-war figure but both were one-third 
below the fourth quarter of last year. The tonnage of new 
ships exported reached the highest figure since 1939 and was 
only 6 per cent. under the 1938 average after being about 
30 per cent. lower in the preceding two quarters. Exports 
of complete aircraft numbered 485, valued at £3-7 million, 


by far the highest figures ever recorded, while exports of 


engines and other parts brought the total figure to £6-0 
million. 


Exports of Textiles 


The total value of exports of textile yarns and manufac- 
tures (including apparel) in the second quarter was £52:8 
million, very nearly the same as in the first quarter of 1947 
but £1-2 million less than in the last quarter of 1946. Com- 
pared with the latter, cotton goods were £1-4 million higher 
and miscellaneous textile goods showed a small improvement 
but all other groups were lower. 


Cotton yarns and thread were the lowest by quantity since 
the last and first quarters of 1945 respectively. Lace net 
rose by two-thirds to the highest quarterly total since 1937. 
Exports of cotton piece-goods were slightly higher entirely 
owing to an increase for bleached goods which, although 
less than half the pre-war average, were the highest since 
1941. Burma was the principal market for cotton piece- 
goods, taking 30 million square yards (23 per cent. of the 
total) compared with 13 million in the last quarter of 1946 
and a quarterly average of 5 million in 1938. Exports to 
South Africa (16 million square yards) and British West 
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Africa (13 million square yards) were rather lower than in the 
December quarter and those to Australia have declined 
steadily from 28 million square yards a year ago to 8 million 
last quarter. The above-mentioned countries accounted for 
just over half our total exports ; there was little change in 
total exports to other destinations. 


The quantity of sheep’s and lambs’ wool exported was the 
smallest since the last quarter of 1945. Exports of all

descriptions of woollen and worsted goods except carpets 
were smaller in quantity than in the fourth quarter of 1946. 
Wool tops, one-sixth below the post-war peak recorded in 
the December quarter, were nevertheless above the average 
for 1938. Exports of woollen and worsted yarns and tissues 
were both the smallest since the end of 1945. The fall in 
exports compared with the fourth quarter was mainly due to 
reduced exports to Canada—the largest market—and a fall 
for Denmark from the exceptional figure of 2-2 million to 0°5 
million square yards. The Union of South Africa (2-8 million 
square yards) took nearly as much as Canada (2-9 million) 
and was the only market to which exports were appreciably 
higher than in 1938. The United States was the third 
largest market again taking about 1-0 million square yards. 
Exports of carpets were the highest for seven years. 


Exports of rayon piece goods were the smallest since the 
end of 1945, and rayon yarn, with three exceptions, the 
smallest for seven years. ‘The former were much greater 
than before the war, but the rise for piece-goods wholly of 
rayon shown in the table is partly offset by a fall from 7-4 to 
3-1 million square yards for mixed goods. Australia and 
South Africa remained the principal markets for rayon piece- 
goods, taking half the total exports between them. Linen 
piece-goods were one-sixth lower than in either of the two 
preceding quarters (or the 1938 average) but apart from these 
were the highest since 1940 ; approximately one-quarter of 
the total went to the United States, the same proportion as 
before the war; in the two previous quarters the United 
States had taken about one-third of the total. 


Exports of apparcl, which were valued at £8-1 million, 
have declined steadily from the peak figure of £10-5 million 
recorded in the December quarter of last year ; the reduction 
in volume is greater, as prices have been advancing rapidly.

exports of cement (185,000 tons) were the smallest since the 
end of 1945, of coal (171,000 tons) since the coal stoppage in 
1926 and of coke and manufactured fuel (6,000 tons) the 
smallest ever recorded. 


Imports of Food and Tobacco 


Retained imports of food, drink and tobacco in the second 
quarter were valued at £212-4 million, an increase of £29-9 
million or 16 per cent. over the preceding quarter. The rise 
was mainly accounted for by grain and flour and miscel- 
laneous food, which were higher by £14-4 million and 
£18-3 million respectively. Much the largest reduction was 
£4-3 million for tobacco. 


The quantity of wheat imported was very nearly the 
same as the 1938 average and the largest since the third 
quarter of 1945. Supplies at this time of the year come 
almost entirely from North America and shipments from 
the United States, negligible in the first six months of 1946, 
accounted for most of the increase of one-fifth compared 
with a year ago. Imports of flour were the highest recorded 


since 1919 and three times the pre-war average. Imports 
of maize, oilseed cake and meal and other animal 
feeding stuffs were much smaller than in the 


preceding quarter and in 1938, though very much higher 
than a year ago, while imports of oats were the highest 
recorded for thirteen years. 


Total imports of meat (341,000 tons) were appreciably 
higher than in the first quarter and up to last year’s average, 
but fell short by one-eighth of the pre-war figure. Supplies 
of beef were much the same as in the pre zious quarter and 
nearly one-third less than before the war. Mutton and 
lamb, on the other hand, showeé a rise (partly seasonal) of 
one-fifth compared with the first quarter and of double that 
amount compared with 1938. Supplies of bacon and ham 
recovered from the very low level of the preceding six months, 
but were smaller than a year ago and less than half the 
pre-war figure. 


Compared with the first quarter supplies of all the 
principal dairy products except dried and condensed milk 
were reduced. Imports of butter were less than half the 
pre-war average, the difference in supplies from Denmark 
and the Netherlands accounting for half the fall. The 
reduction for cheese was slight and imports were one-quarter

higher than before the war. Imports of fresh, frozen and 
dried eggs were all smaller, the latter being reduced by 
one-half to the smallest total since the end of 1945. Supplies 
of fresh eggs from Canada, which were negligible before the 
war, represented two-fifths of the total in the second quarter 
of 1947. Imports of dried milk were the largest since the 
end of 1944, and those of cocoa the largest for three years, 
both being much greater than before the war. There were 
reduced imports of tea, partly seasonal, and supplies this 
year have much been lower than in 1938 ; retained imports 
in the second quarter were, with one exception, the smallest 
for 24 years. Those of coffee, on the other hand, were the 














largest since 1940 and four times the 1938 average. Imports

of fruit juice (3.3 million gallons) in the quarter were 
approximately equal to pre-war annual imports and much 
the largest ever recorded ; the United States supplied one- 
half of the total by value but only one-fifth of the quantity. 


Imports of apples (15,000 tons), almost all from North 
America, fell by two-thirds as a result of the seasonal con- 
traction in supplies from that source ; compared with a 
year ago shipments were half as large again, though less than 
one-fifth of the pre-war imports at this season. Imports 
of oranges, in roughly equal quantities from Spain and 
Palestine, were also lower for seasonal reasons, being one 
third less than in the corresponding period of 1938. 
Imports of bananas (34,000 tons) were the largest since 1940 
with the exception of the third quarter last year. The 
figure for cherries (5,000 tons), almost all from Italy, was 
seven times the quantity imported during the whole of 1938 
and the highest quarterly total since 1926. Large increases 
were recorded for most kinds of vegetables. Imports of 
onions (93,000 tons), nearly two-thirds of which came from 
Egypt, were the largest on record and those of potatoes

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(106,000 tons) were the highest since the corresponding 
quarter of 1939. Tomato imports (42,000 tons), all from 
the Canary Islands except in June, when supplies started 
to arrive from the Channel Islands, were also the largest 
since 1939 apart from the third quarter of last year. 

The quantity of sugar imported, exceptionally small in 
the first quarter, was, with one exception, the highest ever 
recorded ; supplies in the first six months of this year were 
one-fourth above and nearly one-fourth below the average 
for 1946 and 1938 respectively. Imports of fresh and frozen 
fish (not of British taking), 49,000 tons, were one-sixth lower 
than in the previous quarter but still two and a half times 
the pre-war figure. On the other hand British landings of

fish (240,000 tons) were one-third higher and rather below 
the 1938 average. In the aggregate, supplies just exceeded 
the pre-war figure. Imports of canned fish amounted to 
35,000 tons, including 18,000 tons of North American 
salmon, the highest quarterly total since the first three 
months of 1946. Much larger supplies of currants were 
offset by reduced imports of raisins and for the two com- 
bined imports this year have been almost the same as last. 


During the war imports of American tobacco were spread 
as evenly as possible throughout the year. With the rever- 
sion last year to the pre-war practice of shipping the crop 
as soon as could be arranged after the auctionsin the autumn, 
there has been a seasonal contraction in total imports of 
one-third compared with the first quarter of this year, The 
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cut in imports recently announced will only affect purchases 
of the new crop, the first imports of which may be expected 
in October. 


Imports of Materials 


The quantity of iron ore imported was about the same as 
a year ago and one-quarter higher than in 1988. The sharp 
rise in the imports of steel ingots in the first quarter was more 
than maintained during the second, the quantity (42,500 
tons) being the highest since 1944; imports of finished 
and semi-finished steel were virtually unchanged from the

first quarter, There was a marked rise in imports of copper, 
which were the largest for three years; so far this year 
supplies have been about the same as before the war. The 
quantity of tin ore and concentrates imported was the lowest 
for three years. Machinery imports have been rising steadily 
since the third quarter last year, and in this quarter, at 
17,800 tons, they were the highest since the end of the war 
but only slightly more than half the average in 1938. 
(Agricultural machinery continued to be nearly one-third of 
the total, imports being higher than before the war, as were 
those of excavating machinery. 

Timber showed more than the usual seasonal expansion 
in the second quarter. Aggregate supplies so far this year 
have been much larger than in any year since the outbreak 
of war. Compared with the first half of 1946, hardwood and. 
pitprops are up by one-half and softwood by over one-third. 
The increase for the latter was entirely due to shipments 
from Germany, which were negligible in 1938 and 1946, but 
amounted to 248,000 tons out of 975,000 tons in the first 
six months of this year. Imports of plywood have been 
about the same as last year, though in the second quarter 
the quantity imported was the highest since 1937. In all 
cases imports were much less than in 1938, mostly by about 
one-third. Supplies of wood pulp in the second quarter were 
about the same as a year ago, but only half those in 1938. 
Imports of newsprint (56,800 tons) were the highest since 
the third quarter of 1945 but were only half the pre-war 
average, while other paper and board showed a reduction of 
one-third. 

Retained imports of cotton rose to about one-tenth below 
1938 owing to larger supplies from the Sudan (22,000 tons) 
and Egypt (23,000 tons). The total amount of sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool imported (171 million Ibs.) showed an increase

of almost two-thirds over the previous quarter and as re- 
exports (36-8 million Ibs.) were smaller than those in the 
first quarter, retained imports more than doubled but were 
one-seventh less than in 1938. Imports of jute last quarter 
were nearly the lowest on record. Total imports of rubber 
(53,000 tons) fell by a third, and, as re-exports (42,000 tons) 
were only about one-fifth below the record figure for the 
first quarter, retained imports were very small. Increased 
imports of dry hides (the largest since 1940) were more than 
offset by a substantial decrease in the imports of wet hides 
but the total remained nearly double the 1938 average. 
Imports of undressed furskins fell by more than a half, 
reduced amounts being received from all sources other than 
the Soviet Union. 

The 50 per cent. increase in oilseeds, oils, etc. compared 
with the low figure for the first quarter brought the total to 
within one-fifth of the 1938 average, there being increases 
of 75,000 tons for whale oil, imports of which are always 
seasonal, 18,000 tons for palm oil, 15,500 tons for palm 
kernels and 10,400 tons for linseed oil. The quantity of 
linseed oil imported last quarter (18,000 tons) was nearly 
as large as in the whole year 1938, but supplies this year 
have been rather lower than last. Imports of crude petro- 
leum (157 million gallons) were the highest since the out- 
break of war but retained imports of refined petroleum 
(545 million gallons) fell for the third consecutive quarter. 
The decline was due to reduced imports of motor spirit and 
supplies of fuel oil were also small, though considerably 
higher than in the first quarter. 


Consumer Goods 


Prior to the war imports of finished consumer goods, other 
than food, drink and tobacco, accounted for about 14 per 
cent. of the value of all goods classified as wholly or mainly 
manufactured, whereas in the second quarter this year the 
proportion was approximately 7 per cent. In the first 
quarter the proportion was rather higher, 8 per cent. ; 
the lower figure for the second quarter can be related directly 
to the omission from the Trade Accounts as from May 1 
of all articles imported in passengers’ baggage, whereas 
previously those charged with duty had been included 
(see Board of Trade Journal, July 19, page 1220). 


The value of imports of these goods in the whole year 
1938 was rather more than £30 million, the corresponding 
figure for the first half of this year being £10-8 million. 
In the aggregate present imports by quantity are not more 
than about one-quarter of those before the war. Some 
imports are now being allowed under the scheme for 
assisting countries which have suffered severely from the 
war and in other cases goods have been purchased specially 
to relieve existing shortages here; others again are coming 
in under the token imports scheme. In the second quarter 
32,300 dozen pairs of women’s boots and shoes of leather 
were imported (20,500 dozen in June), compared with an 
average of 68,400 dozen in 1938, but the value rose from 
£307,000 to £478,000. Imports of furniture amounted to 
£394,000 in the first quarter and £518,000 in the second, as 
compared with an average of £101,000 in 1938. Similar 
figures for coir matting are £242,000, £400,000 and £84,000, 
but the average value is now over five times that in 1938, 
so that present supplies are not quite so large as before the 
war. The number of tobacco pipes imported this year is 
nearly 35,000 gross, but, although the number is slightly 
less than in 1938, the value has risen from £58,000 to 
£515,000. The largest item by value is books, magazines, 
newspapers, etc., imports this year being £1,629,000 against 
£689,000 in 1938, but the weight of these has fallen from 
8,100 tons to 5,200 tons. 


Trade with Hard and Other Currency 
Areas 


The following table shows the proportion of total imports 
obtained from hard currency areas and other areas and 
also the proportion of exports to those areas in April/May 
compared with earlier periods. 

The value of imports in May from hard currency areas 
increased by £5-0 million over April to £73-5 million, and 
those from other areas (£79:7 million) were £1-1 million 
higher. Total exports to hard currency areas rose by 
£5-3 million to £24-4 million, while those to other areas 
(£724 million) increased by £2-2 million. The excess of 
imports over exports in trade with hard currency areas, 
therefore, was again just over £49 million, while the un-

Road Transport Licences and 
Permits 


The Minister of Transport has made an Order extending 
for 12 months from the date when it would have expired 
any authorization in force on July 31, 1946, to— 

act as driver or conductor of a public service vehicle ; 

act as driver or conductor of a tram or a trolley vehicle 

or as a driver of a hackney carriage in the Metropolitan 
Police district ; 

use a public service vehicle ; 

operate a road passenger service vehicle under a permit 

issued under previous Orders ; 

use a goods vehicle (A, B, or C carrier’s licence). 

This has been done to save manpower and paper, both 
for the Ministry and for the operators concerned. The 
extension will be automatic and without fee, and there will 
be no need for the holders of these licences and permits to 
apply for renewal. 

They must, however, notify the Regional Transport 
Commissioner of any change of address or change of vehicle 
specified. 

Ordinary driving licences and excise licences are not 
affected by this Order. 

The Order, entitled the Emergency Powers (Defence) 
Road Vehicles and Drivers (Amendment) Order, 1947, also 
makes a concession for harvest work. Any goods vehicle 
operator may, until November 30, 1947, accept harvest 
work for hire or reward without regard to any conditions 
attached to his carrier’s licence or defence permit, and need 
not apply for special authority.

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Machine Tools from 
Germany 


HE Inter-Allied Reparation Agency, Brussels, have 
"Tattccatea to the United Kingdom a number of machine 
tools from Germany, details of which are given below. 
These machines have been secured by the Ministry of 
Supply for reproduction purposes and will, therefore, be 
allocated to machine tool makers through the normal disposal 
channels. 

In due course the Ministry of Supply will be able to 
assist United Kingdom firms interested in purchasing these 
machines, by putting them in touch with prospective 
manufacturers. But this will not be possible for some time 
as only a very small number of machines have so far arrived 
in the United Kingdom and the bulk still await shipment. 

As further allocations of machine tools are made to the 
United Kingdom full details will be published.

Imported Hardwood 


HE Board of Trade has made the Control of Timber 

(No. 47) (Imported Hardwood Prices) Order which will 

come into force on August 1, and provide new prices 
for Imported Hardwood. 

The Order substitutes a new Schedule for the First 
Schedule to the Control of Timber (No. 33) (Imported 
Timber Prices) Order, 1944. The descriptions of imported 
hardwood for which basis prices are now given have been 
revised ; a number of new descriptions and specifications 
have been added and the use of the First Schedule to the 
Control of Timber (No. 13) Order, 1940, to ascertain the 
prices of certain classes of old private stock hardwood is 
terminated. The basis prices are higher than the former 
prices, but the former provision for the addition of 3d. per 
cubic foot to the basis price of imported hardwood is dis- 
continued. 

The present adjustment in the selling prices of imported 
hardwood is necessitated by the rise of prices in the supply- 
ing countries combined with the high levels of freight. The 
amount of the increase varies for different types and 
specifications.

Control of Rubber 


HE Control of Rubber (No. 28) Order, 1947*, issued by 

the Board of Trade, releases reclaimed rubber and 

waste and scrap rubber from official control with effect 
from July 22. 

The new Order revokes the Control of Rubber (No. 23) 
Order, 1944, which fixed maximum prices for rubber waste 
and scrap and for reclaimed rubber, and also prohibited the 
production of reclaimed rubber excepting under licence. 

The removal of this control is the natural corollary to the 
restoration of a free market in natural rubber which took 


place on January 1 last, and it is expected that the prices of 


scrap and reclaimed rubber will now re-align themselves to 
the current prices of natural rubber. . 

Scrap rubber and reclaimed will still remain subject to 
export control, but it is contemplated that for the present 
export licences will be freely granted, excepting in the case 
of a few of the higher qualities of scrap rubber which are still 
in short supply in this country.

Import of Cut Flowers from 
Holland 
of the Board of 


The Import Licensing Department 
Trade announce (in Notice to Importers No. 256) that 
they are prepared to receive applications for licences to 
import limited quantities of lilac from Holland between 
December 15, 1947, and April 30, 1948. 

The Department are also prepared to receive applications 
for licences to import from Holland limited quantities of 
prunus tribola, cherry blossom, heleborus, snowball, 
poinsettia, euphorbia, forsythia, anthurium and calla, 
between December 15, 1947, and March 31, 1948. 

Applications for a specified quantity, by weight and 
value will be considered from pre-war importers of cut 
flowers from Holland, who can furnish satisfactory evidence 
of their pre-war imports. No application will be con- 
sidered unless actually accompanied by the required 
evidence, and unless received by the Import Licensing 
Department of the Board of Trade, 189 Regent Street, 
London, W.1. not later than September 30, 1947. It may 
not be practicable to grant licences in all cases. 

The quantity (by weight and value) of each variety of 
cut flowers to be imported must be stated separately. 


Import of Leather Goods 
from France 


HE Import Licensing Department of the Board of 
Trade announce (in Notice to Importers No. 257), that 
they are prepared to receive applications for licences to 
import limited quantities of leather goods from France. 
Imports of the following types will be permitted :— 
Leather trunks and travelling bags. 
Ladies’ handbags and pochettes. 
Fancy leatber goods. 

Applications to import any of these goods should be made 
on the official form obtained from the Import Licensing 
Department and should refer to Notice to Importers No. 257. 

Applications will be accepted only from pre-war importers 
of the same kind of goods who are able to satisfy the Depart- 
ment that they have firm offers for specific quantities and 
values and can provide evidence of the volume of the 
average of their pre-war imports of these goods. 

No applications will be considered unless they are 
accompanied by the information necessary to meet these 
conditions and are received by the Import Licensing 
Department not later than August 30, 1947. It may not be 
practicable to grant licences in all cases. 


Darning Wool for Laundries 


The Board of Trade are placing a limited quantity of 
uncut darning wool at the disposal of laundries who have 
available labour for machine darning. Allocations will be 
made on a quarterly basis and applications for the first 
period should be made to the Regional Controller of the 
Board of Trade before September 1 giving the following 
information :— 

(a) Number of darning 

year 1939 ; 

(b) Number of operatives working same ; 

(c) Number of darning machines now fit for use ; 

(d) Number of operatives available for the above ; 

(e) The type and amount of wool used for this purpose 
in 1939; 

({) Approximate annual requirements for the year com- 
mencing October 1, 1947, and corresponding coupon 
value. 

This notice applies only to laundries using darning 
machines, cut wool being available coupon-free for hand 
darning purposes. 

Any applications made recently for this purpose will be 
disregarded, and any firm which has already approached 
the Board of Trade should re-apply under this scheme 
giving the information requested above.

Postage Rates to Places Abroad 


A further appeal is made for the payment of the correct 
postage on letters going abroad. 

It is only within the Empire generally and to territories 
under British Mandate, Egypt, U.S.A. and British Post 
Offices in Morocco, that 24d. is the minimum charge for a 
letter to places abroad. All letters to Europe (except those 
for Gibraltar, Malta and Cyprus) bearing stamps to the 
value of only 23d. are liable to a surcharge of double the 
deficiency on delivery. 

Insufficiently stamped letters are delayed on delivery 
through the need to impose and collect the surcharge due ; 
they irritate the recipient and may prejudice business 
relations with customers abroad. A little more care would 
remedy this source of constant complaint from business 
correspondents abroad. 


Cost-of-Living Index Figure 

The Ministry of Labour and National Service announce 
that at June 17 the official cost-of-living index figure was 
203 compared with 100 at July 1914, showing no change as 
compared with May 31. 

The index figure for June 17 is the last to be compiled in 
the series of cost-of-living figures showing percentage changes 
as compared with July 1914. As from June 17 a new 
‘* Interim Index of Retail Prices ”’ will replace the cost-of- 
living index, the figure for that date being taken as 100. 
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Electronics as an Aid to Production

This article is the eighth of a series on Industrial Research to be published in the Board of Trade 
Journal as an information service to industry. It should not be regarded as containing statements of 


Government policy. 


T is now generally admitted that this country will not 
Tsvuoue the present economic crisis unless production 

is greatly increased and the utmost economy practised 
in both raw materials and man-power. Unfortunately 
in many of our basic industries the stagnation of technique 
which has occurred between the two wars has resulted in 
inefficient methods of production. Unless this state of 
affairs is rectified very quickly we shall find ourselves 
in a hopeless bargaining position in the markets of the 
world when the ‘‘seller’s market’’ breaks. 

Readers will know that this series of articles is intended 
to show how fuller use of scientific research can effect 
improvement in both the quantity and quality of manu- 
factured goods, and also to indicate where scientific assis- 
tance can be obtained. Sir Edward Appleton, in his intro- 
ductory article, reviewed the broad field in which scientific 
research can be applied to help industry and intimated that 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research was 
anxious to assist the industrialist in solving his specific 
problems. The purpose of the present article is to survey 
the application of a particular scientific technique to 
process control and industrial inspection. 

‘‘Blectronics,’’ which as yet has no precise dictionary 
definition, may be considered as ‘‘ the science of electrically 
charged atomic particles not associated with solid or liquid 
bodies.”” The science embraces all phenomena associated 
with the passage of electric currents through gases and high 
vacua; the rectification of electric power at low frequencies, 
the conversion of light into electricity and of electricity 
into light, the generation, amplification, and rectification 
of high-frequency power, the production of X-rays, electron 
beams, and beams of atomic particles for studying nuclear 
physics are all part of this vast subject of ‘‘ electronics.” 


Value of New Techniques 


New techniques such as radar, aids to marine and aircraft 
navigation, television, high-frequency heating, electronic 
instrumentation and control, and new instruments such as 
the electron microscope, the mass spectrograph, the elec- 
tronic digital computer, the cyclotron, etc., have all been 
developed during the past decade and have materially in- 
creased the number of devices at the disposal of the indus- 
trial scientist. The possible applications of these devices 
are too numerous to give in any detail; their use in industry 
will increase as knowledge of their capabilities becomes more 
widespread. 

Instruments of the above types are expensive and their 
employment in industrial processes will for some time be 
limited; but there are a number of cheap and reliable 
electronic devices such as thermionic valves, gas rectifiers, 
cathode-ray oscillographs, photo-electric cells, etc., which, 
in the hands of an electronic ‘‘ expert,’’ can be combined 
to form an assembly of great utility and labour saving 
value. It is the intention of this article to survey very 
briefly some possible aids which such simple electronic 
assemblies can give to the manufacturer of goods of all 
kinds. 

The essential feature of all electronic devices is that 
moving electrons possess so little inertia that their motions 
can be controlled by the expenditure of negligible energy 
and with negligible time delay. For instance, in the ther- 
mionic valve electric power is controlled by electric potential, 
in the photo-electric cell electric power is controlled by light 
intensity, and in the cathode-ray oscillograph the motion 
of a fluorescent spot is controlled by electric potential or 
magnetic flux; in each case response to the controlling 
agent is practically instantaneous and the energy required 
to effect control is negligible. 

It is these two features of electronic devices which make 
them so valuable for innumerable industrial purposes. Not 
only can the limitation of mechanical devices imposed by 
their inertia be avoided so that speeds up to millions a 
second can become possible, but also control of heavy 


industrial plant can be effected without the imposition of 
any restraining reaction on the controlling agent. 


General Engineering Processes 


In general engineering processes, electronic devices can 
be developed for automatically controlling machine tools 
such as drills, lathes, shapers, presses, millers, etc. ; by use 
of trip switches mechanically-or light-operated by the work 
itself, switching sequencies can be pre-arranged to perform 
repetition jobs in the minimum time without attention. 
In milling machine operation, for example, electronic control 
can be arranged to feed the milling cutter into the work at 
a pre-selected speed, automatically switch a few seconds 
later to another pre-selected speed, rapidly reverse the motor 
at the end of the operation, and shut down the machine on 
completion of the operating cycle. A device has been 
developed to enable a lathe or miller to follow automatically 
the contour of a master template so that mass production 
of complicated machined parts can be effected without 
human aid and without the usual long pertod of setting 
up the machine. 

Automatic sorting, packing, weighing and counting of 
mass-produced products can readily be effected by judicious 
arrangement of photo-electric cells, electronic counters, and 
relay-operated mechanisms. The speed control of motors 
such as are used in presses, rolling mills, etc., is readily 
accomplished by electronic tachometers and gas-filled valves; 
in rolling mills the different roller speeds can be controlled 
at each stage by the thickness of the product, so that slack 
or stretch is avoided. 

Internal flaws and faults in metals can be detected 
by magnetic or supersonic sound methods, ellipticity 
and straightness in boring such as might occur in gun 
barrels, cylinders, etc., can be detected and corrected 
by dimension-sensitive devices controlling servo-mechanisms 
linked with the boring tool. There are a large number of 
electronic devices which can be applied in the temperature 
control of ovens and furnaces, the humidity control of 
vapours, the pressure control of liquids or gases and in 
the many applications of eddy-current heating to brazing, 
soldering, etc. 


Mining, Steel and Textiles 


In mining, safety doors, hoists and lights can be con- 
trolied by photo-cell devices and yas-sensitive relays; 
dangerous gases, smoke and dust can be detected and 
warning given; coal cutters can be fed automatically 
to give maximum output without damaging the cutting 
equipment. In steel manufacture, the Bessemer process 
may be controlled automatically by the colour of the 
flame, furnace temperature may be regulated and impurities 
detected. 

In the textile industry there are numerous applications ; 
continuous automatic observation of the strength of the 
yarn can be effected and the machine can be stopped 
when a break occurs; the ‘‘ skew’”’ of cloth in the final 
drying process can be corrected, spinning speed can be 
regulated to give maximum speed of operation without 
breakage. Colour matching by the photo-electric colori- 
meter or the cathode-ray oscilloscopic spectrograph can be 
effected automatically. 

In the chemical industry, reactions can be controlled on 
an industrial scale, density, viscosity or colour can be used 
as the parameter controlling a process; in the plastics 
industry, thickness, surface finish, colour can all be con- 
trolled during manufacture; in printing, sheets can be 
counted and alignment in rotary presses maintained, 
particularly with the three-colour process, by use of photo- 
cell devices. 

In food production there is a wide field of application— 
dehydration by dielectric heating at ultra-high frequencies, 
control of bran in flour, detection of metal and other 
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impurities in food products, control of sterilization, refining 
of sugar, etc. 

In addition to this large field of assistance in producton, 
electronic techniques can also be developed to protect 
operatives in mining and machine tool operations, (lathes, 
presses, guillotines, millers, etc.) by shucting off the power 
should the operator inadvertently introduce a portion of 
his body into a dangerous position. 

Finished products can be inspected for size, surface 
finish, weight, composition, colour, etc., without human aid, 
almost any property of a product can be measured and the 
information passed to remote control points in the produc- 
tion plant—‘‘ telemetering ”’ ; sorting, tabulating, wrapping 
cutting and packing can be controlled to ensure uniformity 
of the product. 


Major Economies

Klectronic devices can be arranged to give aural or 
visual indication when certain limits are exceeded or when 
a certain process is completed, and can be adapted to control 
automatically these limits or processes. The limits can be 
established in terms of time, speed, position, temperature, 
pressure, humidity, size, shape, colour, noise, etc., or even 
in terms of chemical changes in the composition of a body,

The correct application of electronic techniques leads 
not only to greater production per man hour but effects 
very important improvements in the quality and consis- 
tency of the manufactured product. There is no doubt 
that widespread application of known and comparatively 
simple techniques would in many industries lead to appre- 
ciable increase in output and significant improvement in 
the quality of the product. 


Negligible Cost 


How is this progress to be achieved quickly? The 
quantity of electronic equipment needed is small, the cost 
is negligible in comparison with the improved output which 
can be obtained, and there are available many electronically- 
ininded technicians capable of developing such equipment. 
The difficulty is primarily that industry is not yet aware 
of the potentialities of electronic engineering and does not 
realize the enormous possibilities of applying this new aid. 
To a lesser degree, also is the fact that the manufacturers 
of electronic equipment are naturally averse to developing 
at their own expense equipment which may have an 
uncertain and limited market. 


The industrial scientist associated with the development 
of a particular product is unfortunately rarely familiar with 
electronic technology, and similarly the electronic ‘‘ expert ”’ 
is usually unfamiliar with the practical problems of produc- 
tion in any particular industry. It is only by bringing these 
two technologists into intimate contact that progress will be 
made. Furthermore, the development of industrial elec- 
tronic devices is as much an art as a science, since in prac- 
tically every case such devices consist of a combination of 
electrical and mechanical apparatus; the _ electronic 
“expert ’? must, in consequence, be thoroughly competent 
in mechanical design—he must in fact possess that rare 
inventive ‘‘ flair’? which renders him capable of visualizing 
quickly the best combination of components for each 
particular device, a quality which can be acquired only 
by long and wide experience of the capabilities of electronic 
equipment. 

In the interests of the national economy such electronic 
“‘experts’’ should be given wide scope to apply their 
specialized knowledge to improve industrial processes.

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Stamp Duty on Transfers 
of Stocks and Shares 


HE following notes, dealing with provisions in the 

Finance Bill, 1947, that will become effective when the 

Bill is passed into law, are issued by the Board of Inland 
Revenue for information of companies. 


1. Under the Finance Bill, 1947, it is proposed that the 
ad valorem stamp duties on transfers of stocks, shares or 
marketable securities shall be doubled as from August 1, 
1947, subject to certain exceptions. The first exception is 
in favour of transfers to a body of persons established for 
charitable purposes only, or to the trustees of a trust so 
established, but such transfers, as from August 1, 1947, will 
not be duly stamped with the existing rate of duty unless 
they bear the Adjudication Stamp. Secondly, the increase 
will not apply to transfers that are first executed on or after 
August 1, 1947, if the Board of Inland Revenue are satisfied 
either— 


(a) that the transfer gives effect to a sale made before 
August 1 and does not give effect to a sale made on or 
after that date and that the transfer or relative docu- 
ment of title had to be sent to Great Britain from 
overseas ; or 


(b) that the transfer signed by or on behalf of the vendor or 
vendors was lodged for certification before August 1. 


The fixed duty of 10s. chargeable on certain types of 
transfer, and the maximum duty of 10s. chargeable on 
transfers to dealers that bear the Supplementary Stamp 
(Finance Act 1920, Section 42) are not increased. 


2. A transfer deed presented for registration after 
August 1 which bears date before August 1 may be regarded 
as duly stamped with duty at the rate in force before August 
1 unless, exceptionally, a registering officer from special 
information in his possession has reason to question the 
date shown. 


3. Where a transfer bearing date later than July 31, 
1947, has endorsed on, or permanently affixed to, it a 
certificate expressed to be given by a member of one of the 
Stock Exchanges listed in paragraph 6 to the effect either 
that, having been signed by or on behalf of the vendor or 
vendors, it was delivered by hand or by post* to the buying 
broker before August 1, 1947, or that, having been signed 
by or on behalf of the vendor or vendors, it was lodged, by 
hand or by post*, for certification before August 1, 1947, the 
Board will not hold the registering officer liable to any 
penalty under Section 17 of the Stamp Act, 1891, if he 
accepts the transfer, stamped at the rate in force before 
August 1, 1947, for registration without questioning the 


sufficiency of the stamp. 


i Cases falling within paragraph 1 (a) above (and, 
possibly, certain other cases) will require to be submitted to 
the Stock Exchange Stamp Office, London, and on pro- 
duction of satisfactory evidence the marking officer will 
mark the transfer as passed for duty at the rate in force 
before August 1, 1947. Where a transfer is so marked and 
bears the Stamp Office stamp the Board will not hold the 
registering officer liable to any penalty if he accepts the 
transfer, stamped at the rate of duty in force before August 1 
1947, for registration without questioning the sufficiency of 
the stamp. 


5. Except as provided above transfers dated August 1, 
1947, or later, that are liable to ad valorem duty should not 
be accepted for registration unless they are stamped at the 
doubled rate of duty or bear the Adjudication Stamp of the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue.

LLOCATIONS of Cotton Yarn have been made for 
A Perioa III, 1947, to spinners, doublers and merchants. 

Spinners and Doublers who have an export quota 
have been notified by the Cotton Control that they may use 
their allocations either for direct export or for export 
through merchants. At least 75 per cent. of deliveries 
against each allocation must be sold to Empire markets or 
hard currency countries. The balance may be exported to 
any market. The export of single ring yarn below 40’s is pro- 
hibited, but the Cotton Control will be prepared to con- 
sider hardship cases where yarn cannot be disposed of in 
the Home Market. 

Merchants will be subject to the same general conditions 
as spinners and doublers.

It is hoped to bring the relevant S.R. & O.’s into force on 
September 1. In any event, one month’s interval will be 
allowed between the dates of publication and operation. 


During the discussions which preceded the decision to 
reduce these margins the retailers’ representatives asked for 
an additional retailers’ margin on multiple fitting shoes. 
The Board of Trade are considering this, but have first to 
assure themselves that the encouragement of the production 
of what are now known as multiple fitting shoes is in the 
best interests of the footwear industry as a whole. 





Licences for Pig Iron and Scrap 


The Iron and Steel Board wishes it to be known that in 
view of the necessity to make the most efficient use of 
available supplies needed for the production of iron castings,

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Questions Asked and Answered in 
Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry answered in the House of Commons 


THURSDAY JULY 17 


Paper Allocations 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
said that the allocations of paper for the different usages 
were regularly reviewed at four-monthly intervals. The 
next review would take place in about three months’ time. 
Board of Trade Staff 

No member of the staff of the Board of Trade could engage 
in any occupation or undertaking which might in any way 
conflict with the interests of the Department or be inconsis- 
tent with his position, as a public servant, said the President. 
A very few members of the raw material controls had always 
been permitted to keep in general contact with their firms, 
but not to engage actively in their day to day management. 
Rhodesian Tobacco 

The amount of Rhodesian tobacco covered by existing 
import licences was 25 million lbs., dry weight, the President 
stated. In view of the latest estimates of the crop, and tak- 
ing into consideration the proportion available in English 
grades, this amount was being increased by 10 per cent. 
Purchase of Tyres 

The President said that tyres were not subject to official 
allocation. The acquisition of new suitable tyres for motor 
cars was limited by licence to essential users such as owners 
of small commercial vehicles and E petrol coupon holders. 
This restriction would be relaxed as soon as there were 
adequate supplies to meet the requirements of the more 
essential users. 
Export of Tyres 

Exports of new motor cars and commercial vehicles 
in 1946 numbered 47,000 to sterling countries and 47,600 
to non-sterling countries, and from January to May 1947 
26,100 and 23,400 respectively. No record was kept of 
the number of tyres exported on these vehicles, said the 
President. The number of pneumatic tyres for such 
vehicles and for tractors exported in 1946 otherwise than 
on vehicles was 364,000 to sterling, and 481,000 to non- 
sterling countries, and in the first five months of 1947, 
192,000 and 238,000. 


Production of Shoes 

The President said that manufacturers were encouraged 
and given all practicable help to make adequate supplies of 
wide fitting shoes, but the supply position of glace kid 
meant that at present a proportion of the production must 
have uppers of other leather. Supplies of glace kid were 
now improving. 
Card Clothing 

The President said that the Minister of Supply was doing 
everything practicable to increase the production of card 
clothing, but output was limited by lack of labour and 
materials. Distribution arrangements for card clothing, 
which had been under constant review, were at present 
being examined in consultation with the Ministry of 
Supply, and due weight would be given in this examination 
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to the claims of the wool textile and carpet yarn manu- 
facturers. 
Shortage of Linings 

The President said he was aware that many garment 
makers were short of linings. The effect of arrangements 
made some while ago for increased production of linings 
was delayed by the fuel difficulties in the earlier part of the 
year, but supplies would, he hoped, show some improve- 
ment in the coming months. 


Newsprint Cuts 

Asked about the newsprint cuts and their effect on the 
British Press, the President said, the whole circumstances 
had been very carefully examined, but owing to the present 
difficulties of our Balance of Payments, a reduction in 
imports must be made. There was no question of dis- 
crimination against a particular industry ; this was a case 
where economies could be made without undue hardship 
to the public or reduction of our power to export. 

Answering further questions on this subject the President 
stated that the Newsprint Supply Company had been 
informed that they may proceed by way of postponing 
deliveries of some 48,000 tons of newsprint due for delivery 
from North America during the coming six months, which 
would involve a saving of about £1,100,000 in Canadian 
dollars. There could not be any commitment as to deliveries 
of these or any further quantities later, but he would be 
ready to re-examine the whole matter by the beginning of 
next year in the light of the general balance of payments 
position as it then was. In these circumstances, the News- 
print Supply Company would no doubt consider with their 
suppliers what adjustments were necessary in their present 
contracts. 


MONDAY JULY 21 


Jewellery Imports from Czechoslovakia 

Asked to state the policy of his department on the import 
of jewellery from Czechoslovakia, the President replied that 
jewellery had been included in the published token import 
list from the outset of the scheme in April 1946. The 
inclusion involved imports of 20 per cent. by value of pre- 
war trade from countries participating in the token import 
scheme. In accordance with our more liberal import policy 
towards countries whose economics have been disrupted by 
war, it had been agreed to admit imports from Czecho- 
slovakia at a slightly more favourable rate, approximately 
25 per cent. by value of pre-war trade. Owing to price rises 
this represented a much smaller proportion of pre-war 
volume and he did not agree that these imports were likely 
to injure the home industry. The industry were aware that 
certain limited imports were being permitted from various 
sources and while he was anxious to keep in close touch with 
them he could not undertake to consult them on all the 
detailed arrangements for imports. 


TUESDAY JULY 22 


Factories in Greater London Area 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Belcher, said that in the period beginning June 1, 
1945, and ending May 31, 1947, approval had been given to 
267 projects for new factories and extensions in the Greater 
London Area. These projects when completed and fully 
operating would require an additional 16,000 workers. 
The projects were widely dispersed throughout the area, 
but the information was not readily available as to their 
distribution in relation to the four zones described in the 
Greater London Plan. 
Imports from Spain 

Mr. Belcher said that the value of imports from Spain 
during the year 1946 was £12,725,000, and during the period 
January to May 1947, £6,372,000. The principal commo- 
dities imported were oranges, iron ore, wine, potassium 
chloride, cork manufactures and sardines. The principal 
kinds of goods now being exported from the United Kingdom 
to Spain were vehicles, chemical products, machinery and 
electrical goods.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


The long-awaited specification for the new standard all- 
purpose domestic plug has now been issued, by the British 
Standards Institution as B.S. 1363. The plug and socket 
outlet are rated at 3kw (13 amp. at 230 volts) and the plug 
incorporates a fuse the rating of which may be 3, 7 or 13 amp. 
These fuses are interchangeable, but are readily identifiable 
and are covered by B.S. 1362 which was published recently. 

In reporting the publication of this new specification it 
may be recalled that the report on ‘‘ Electrical Installations’’ 
(Post-War Building Studies No. 11, published by H.M. 
Stationery Office for the Ministry of Works) stated that : 

(a) a standard three-pin domestic socket outlet and 
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plug, intermediate in capacity between the existing 
5-ampere and 15-ampere standards, should be made 
available. (Para. 83.) 

(b) the recommendation for a ring circuit connected to a 
single 30-ampere fuse necessitates arrangements for fusing 
at each point of outlet, which is also desirable for the 
alternative of room-circuits. (Para. 85.) 

(c) provision should be made in the plug for the accom- 
modation of fuses for 13 amperes and alternatively for 
3 amperes, the fuses for these ratings being interchangeable 
and readily identifiable. (Appendix.) 

A number of other recommendations on the details of the 
design are also made. 

These recommendations were considered and endorsed by 
various Committees including the Codes of Practice Com- 
mittee for the Electrical Equipment of Buildings, the 
Wiring Regulations Committee of the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers, and the Electrical Industry Standards 
Committee of the B.S.I. The new specification is based 
on these recommendations, and it is hoped that plugs and 
socket-outlets complying with the specification will shortly 
be available from a number of manufacturers. 

The pins of the fused plug are rectangular in section 
thereby making the plug easily distinguishable by the public 
from non-fused round-pin plugs complying with B.S. 546. 
The latter type of plug will of course continue to be supplied 
for replacement purposes and for extensions to existing 
installations, and B.S. 546 therefore remains in force. It 
is intended, however, that for all new installations fused 
plugs and shuttered socket-outlets complying with B.S. 1363 
will be used.

Imports of Winter Tomatoes: The Minister of Food 
announces, in agreement with the Board of Trade, that the 
importation of tomatoes will be permitted during the 
period November 1, 1947 to April 30, 1948. 

Prices and distribution of these tomatoes will not be 
controlled provided that selling prices remain at reasonable 
levels. If prices rise unduly, control, as in the winter 
season of 1946/47, of both prices and distribution at all 
stages will be reimposed. 

The following licensing arrangements have been made : 


Licences will be issued up to a total of 149,000 tons in 
respect of supplies from countries doing a pre-war trade in 
this commodity, namely, Canary Islands, French Morocco, 
Algeria and Tunisia and to all importers who imported 
tomatoes from such sources during the period November 1, 
1946, to April 30, 1947. If it is later found that the quan- 
tities of winter tomatoes available from pre-war sources 
for export to the United Kingdom exceed 140,000 tons 
favourable consideration will be given to additional imports 
over and above this quantity. 

Importers should inform the Ministry of Food, Import 
Section, Carlton Hotel, Haymarket, London, S.W.1, not 
later than September 1 next the estimated quantity they 
are likely to import from the sources mentioned and during 
the period stated above. If the quantity applied for is in 
excess of the quantity actually licensed last season, an 
explanation should be given and supported by evidence, if 
possible. 

Importers will receive, not later than September 15 next, 
a letter of allocation. This will form the basis for an applica- 
tion to be made on and after October 1, 1947, to the Board 
of Trade for a licence to import tomatoes from the sources 
mentioned and during the period stated. The application 
should be sent in the first instance to the Ministry of Food, 
Import Section , Carlton Hotel, Haymarket, London, S.W.1.

Economic Survey of Chile 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty's Secretary 


(Commercial) at Santiago. 


The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1, 


will be pleased to answer any queries arising out of this article. 


HE chief obstacles in the path of the orderly develop- 

ment of Chile’s economy have been her geographic 

configuration, her lack of population and her de- 
pendence on the nitrate and copper industries. Chile has a 
coast line of 2,800 miles and an average width of about 
80 miles. Roughly it may be stated that the north is desert, 
(nitrate and mining) the centre agricultural and industrial, 
the south forest, and the extreme south sheep farming and 
possibly at some future date oil producing. The population 
is approximately 5 million, most of it being situated in the 
central zone, with about 1 million in the city of Santiago. 
There is a general shortage of houses, the working classes 
being particularly badly off in this respect. It has been 
estimated that in 48 per cent. of the dwellings, four to six 
persons sleep in one room. 

There is rail communication from Iquique in the north 
down to Puerto Montt in the south but considerable 
stretches of Chilean territory are dependent on sea com- 
munications. Road development is being pushed on fairly 
actively but there are still only 1,000 kilometres of paved 
road in Chile outside urban areas. 


Copper and Nitrate 


About 40 per cent. of Chile’s income from her exports is 
derived from copper and 10/15 per cent. from nitrate, so 
that over 50 per cent. of her foreign exchange and a con- 
siderable amount of internal revenue is derived from these 
two sources. 

Previously, up to 1921, the relative importance of these 
two great export industries was in reverse ratio but the war 
of 1914-1918 saw the establishment of synthetic nitrate 
plants, which broke the monopoly that the natural product 
had hitherto enjoyed. However, during the middle and late 
twenties there was a fair measure of recovery from the 
disastrous slump of 1921, aided by loans from United States 
bankers. 

Under the Ibanez administration, which is often remem- 
bered in the economic field only for the ill-starred nitrate 
combine called ‘‘ Cosach,”? there were also a number of 
public works developments, particularly in the field of 
irrigation, which were of permanent value to Chile’s 
productivity. 

The economic blizzard of the early thirties, which for a 
time drastically reduced Chile’s income from her copper and 
nitrate exports, and caused the value of her currency to 
drop by as much, at one moment, as 300 per cent., obliged 
her to cut her imports to a minimum, which was accom- 
plished by the institution of an Exchange Control Board, 
and stimulated the growth of her secondary industries. 
A period of stable government helped to re-establish 
economic equilibrium during the middle thirties. 

During the war, Chile suffered from her geographical 
position and, apart from copper, from the non-essentiality 
of many of her products for war purposes. Nitrate con- 
tinued to be exported, but in reduced quantities owing to 
shortage of shipping, annual turnover averaging around the 
million ton mark to the United States, Egypt and Spain. 
Frozen mutton from Punta Arenas continued to be shipped 
to the United Kingdom, about 10,000 tons per annum, but 
Magallanes wool which had traditionally found a market in 
the United Kingdom was diverted to the United States. An 
increasing percentage was also consumed by Chile’s growing 
woollen textile industry. Hemp was a new war-time export 
and demand was brisk for a time both from the United 
Kingdom and the United States, to replace supplies pre- 
viously drawn from Italy and Manila respectively. Acreage 
was increased but with the return of peace, demand from 
abroad has diminished. Barley and beans, which in pre-war 
days had been shipped to the United Kingdom, and lentils 
which had been sent to France, were no longer purchased by 
these markets. Moreover Germany, the biggest buyer of 


Chilean products during the ‘‘ aski-mark ”’ period perforce 
dropped out of the picture completely. 

The United States Metals Reserve Corporation entered 
into a contract with the Chilean Government to take up the 
entire production of strategic minerals, but a great deal of 
the copper ore, as distinct from the refined copper from the 
United States-owned mines, and also the iron from 
El Tofo, property of the Bethlehem Steel Co., could not be 
shipped from about the end of 1942 onwards, owing to heavy 
shipping casualties suffered from U-boat attacks in the 
Caribbean.

New Markets 


On the other hand Chile found new markets for some of 
her products, such as beans, chick peas, rice and timber, 
in the South American continent. In return she received 
coffee, cocoa beans and cotton textiles from Brazil, vegetable 
and linseed oil, tallow, cotton, wheat, cattle and a wide 
range of manufactured goods from Argentina, sugar and 
cotton from Peru and oranges, bananas and cocoa beans 
from Ecuador. The expansion of inter-trading between 
South American countries, deprived as they were of their 
markets and sources of supply in Europe, was a notable 
economic consequence in this continent of the Second World 
War. As far as Chile is concerned, another notable feature 
is that with the three South American countries with which 
she developed her largest interchange of trade, namely, 
Brazil, Argentina and Peru, her trade was un- 
favourable in every case. This state of affairs, however, 
was adjusted by the three-cornered operation of her heavily 
favourable balance with the United States. 

For the reasons given above, Chile emerged from the war 
with relatively small balances of foreign exchange as com- 
pared with some of the other South American countries. In 
1946 she held about 43 million dollars, apart from reserves 
which were earmarked for some specific purpose, and her 
availabilities of sterling never exceeded £14 million. Larger 
imports during the latter half of 1946 and early 1947, due to 
the increasing supply of goods for export in the United 
Kingdom and the United States, rapidly absorbed these 
balances, and unfortunately coincided with a sharp reduc- 
tion in Chilean exports owing to strikes which affected the 
nitrate and copper industries in the closing months of 1946. 
In fact, it is calculated that Chile had an adverse balance in 
her payments for 1946 of about U.S.$ 35 million. The 
rapidity of this turn-round in Chile’s trading position was 
not generally foreseen and has proved disconcerting to 
Chilean importers and their suppliers. On the other hand, 
apart from a sharp recession in December 1946, which 
followed the decree introduced by Senor Roberto Wachholtz, 
Minister of Finance and Economy, which was designed to 
impose restrictions on granting of credits for speculative 
purposes, the inflationary wave of internal prosperity still 
rushes onwards. 

The chief individual source of sterling income is nitrate 
sales to Egypt, in accordance with the contract signed in 
1945 between the Nitrate and Iodine Sales Corporation and 
the Banque Agricole which extends for a period of three 
years with option on the part of the buyer to renew for a 
further two years. This contract guarantees, subject to 
certain escape clauses, Egyptian purchases of 300,000 tons 
per annum with an option to purchase a further 200,000 tons. 

Owing to the stevedores’ strikes at Tocopilla which caused 
the suspension of all nitrate shipments during November 
and December 1946 for a period of eight weeks, the Nitrate 
Corporation was obliged to seek accommodation credits in 
order to finance its stocks and production. Since shipments 
were resumed early in 1947, all the proceeds of sales have 
been required to liquidate these credits, so that no sterling 
from this source has been available to pay for imports. It 
is hoped that this position will be rectified by the end of the 
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nitrate year, June 30, and that thereafter sterling to the 
extent of £150,000 a month should be placed on the market, 
provided there is no recurrence of labour troubles. This 
sterling will be supplemented by the proceeds of the sale of 
frozen mutton, of which about 10,000 tons are shipped every 
year from Magallanes to the United Kingdom and also 
of beans, hemp and timber. In addition to the foregoing 
sterling area purchases, the Bank of England has also 
authorized payment in sterling for various Chilean products 
purchased by third countries, the most substantial of which 
is copper rods and sheets to be shipped to Italy. Even 
taking into consideration the goods which have accumulated 
in the Custom House during the past six months, totalling 
perhaps £500,000, and arrears of financial remittances 
(profits, dividends, insurance and reinsurance premiums, 
etc.) the proceeds from all these miscellaneous sales of 
Chilean produce should prove adequate to meet all Chile’s 
obligations to the sterling area. 

In the meantime the announcement in the Board of 
Trade Journal of March 22, suggesting that exporters 
should only ship against confirmed letter of credit, and the 
modification of the Export Credits Guarantee Department 
policies to conform with that suggestion will tend to 
minimize further accumulation in the Custom House.

Balance of Trade 


A glance at the balance of trade as between the United 
Kingdom and Chile for the year 1946 appears at first 
sight to present evidence flatly contradictory to the situa- 
tion described above, since Chile’s exports to the United 
Kingdom figure at £3,457,500 against imports of £1,352,500, 
leaving a favourable balance of £2,105,000. The explana- 
tion lies in the fact that the balance of trade does not give 
a true picture of the balance of payments, since the largest 
item in Chile’s exports to the United Kingdom is refined 
copper which is paid for in dollars to the United States- 
owned copper companies. These payments amounted to the 
equivalent of £3,800,000 in 1946. 

Incidentally the Board of Trade figure for United King- 
dom exports to Chile in 1946, £2,671,000, is almost exactly 
double the Chilean figure for imports from the United 
Kingdom, presumably to be accounted for by the facts that 
(a) the former, based on shipments, may include a sub- 
stantial amount in transit at the end of the year, (b) the 
latter, based on goods cleared through Customs, does not 
include the considerable accumulation of goods held up 
owing to shortage of exchange. 

Ever since the economic crisis of 1930-1933 local industries 
have been expanding. This process was the logical result 
of Chile’s unfavourable balance of trade, which made it 
essential for her drastically to curtail her imports. A break 
in exchange which, starting at 60 pesos to the pound, at one 
time touched 260, and finally settled down around 160, 
reflected the severity of this setback in her external trade. 

After 1938, industrialization became a deliberate policy, 
fostered by the State by three distinct but complementary 
methods: the Customs tariff, the Exchange Control Board 
and the Corporation for the Development of Production. 
The two former operate by the negative methods of imped- 
ing, in the one case, by the imposition of ad valorem sur- 
charges over and above the basic duties charged “by weight”’ 
and in the other, of preventing, by the institution of quotas, 
the importation of goods which would be likely to compete 
with local productions. 

The Corporation for the Development of Production is a 
semi-fiscal concern, the capital of which was entirely 
subscribed by the State. It has also obtained loans for 
substantial amounts from the Export/Import Bank of 
Washington, which have been utilized for public works, 
such as the hydro-electric scheme now in course of com- 
pletion, or for large industrial undertakings, such as the 
Compania Acero del Pacifico (Pacific Steel Company), 
on which construction has recently been started at Huachi- 
pato, near Concepcion, under the direction of American 
technicians. The latter is a very ambitious project, for 
which a loan of U.S.$ 33 million has been obtained from 
the Export/Import Bank for the purchase of machinery, 
and aims at achieving an initial production of 155,000 tons 
per annum of steel of all types, Chile’s present consumption 
being roughly 185,000 tons. Iron ore from the El Tofo 
Mine, near Coquimbo, property of the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation, will be shipped by sea to the Company’s own 
wharf, and Chilean coal, from the adjacent mines at 
Coronel and Lota, has been certified by American techni- 
cians as suitable, with a small admixture of imported 
coal, to produce satisfactory coke for the Siemens-type 
furnaces. It is also intended to utilize the resultant gas 
by piping it to Santiago, a distance of 500 kilometres, an 
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ingenious, but costly project. In so far, therefore, as the 
most important raw materials for the purpose are available 
within reasonable access on Chilean territory, the formation 
of the Pacific Steel Company would appear to have more 
justification than is the case in some other Chilean enter. 
prises. On the other hand, this steel plant, which it js 
estimated will cost altogether about 2,000,000,000 Chilean 
pesos (£16,000,000) cannot be expected to pay on a 
diversified production of 150,000 tons per annum, and the 
intention is to expand production for export purposes. 


Industrial Developments 


A project which has recently been revived and which 
would appear to hold out greater promise is the erection 
of a copper smelter at Paipote, near Copiapo. In this 
district small mines producing copper, gold and combined 
copper and gold ores abound, and during the war the 
United States Commercial Company purchased the con- 
centrates for treatment in smelters in the United States, 
The uncertain peace-time prospects of the small mines have 
caused a revival of interest in the smelter project, which has 
been in the embryonic stage for many years. This smelter 
would have a production of 20,000 tons a year of copper 
bars, which is estimated to be double the internal require- 
ments of Chile. It is suggested that the balance of 10,000 
tons might be applied to the fulfilment of Chile’s obligation 
to Argentina in the event of the Commercial Treaty with 
that country being ratified. 

It is probable that the contract for the construction of the 
plant will be awarded to a well-known American engineering 
firm, the cost being in the region of U.S.$ 4 million, 
divided more or less equally between the plant and prepara- 
tion of the site. 

Amongst a host of industrial developments in various 
fields, mention may be made of a new rayon factory, which 
is to contain a section devoted to the manufacture of 
nylon. Together with the existing factory this concern 
will go a long way towards satisfying Chile’s requirements in 
rayon yarn. One feature in connection with the formation 
of this company, which might warrant study by United 
Kingdom manufacturers, is that the United States firm 
supplying the machinery, accepted part payment in the 
form of shares. The argument presumably runs _ that 
profits to be derived from repeat orders, for replacements 
and extension of plant, are likely to be sufficiently remunera- 
tive to amortize the capital involved within a reasonable 
period of time. United States firms have entered into 
partnership in Chilean industry in a number of similar 
instances, such as glass, crystal, rubber tyres, radios, 
electric bulbs, etc., as a means of securing continuity of 
supply for their capital equipment. For fairly obvious 
reasons the United Kingdom has been unable to follow 
suit to the same extent, at any rate in Chile, but the desira 
bility of forming such links, is worthy of careful considera- 
tion. 

The discovery of oil at Magallanes may ultimately prove 
to be a most valuable asset to Chilean economy. The oil is 
stated to be of excellent quality and productive capacity 
is at present estimated to be at the rate of 2,000 barrels a 
day. Development, however, is likely to proceed slowly, 
owing to difficulty in obtaining supplies of oilfield equip- 
ment. 


Treaty with Argentina 


An event which is likely to have far-reaching effects on 
Chilean economy, if it comes to fruition, is the Argentine- 
Chilean Commercial Treaty, which was signed in Buenos 
Aires but is still awaiting ratification by the Chilean 
Congress. Broadly speaking this treaty consists of three 
main features, a Customs Union, a loan of $300,000,000 
(Argentine) for the development of selected Chilean indus- 
tries and another loan of $300,000,000 (Argentine) for the 
development of Public Works Schemes in Chile. 

The scope of the Customs Union depends on the lists 
which are to be prepared within 6 months of the ratification 
of the treaty by the contracting parties, specifying the goods 
which each country wishes to exclude from the privilege of 
free entry. As regards the loans, the industries which are 
likely to benefit are those producing goods or raw materials 
which Argentina wishes to import, coal and copper being two 
likely candidates. The criterion to be applied to the Public 
Works loan is the encouragement of such projects as would 
tend to facilitate the interchange of trade between the two 
countries, for instance the construction of a wide-gauge 
railway across the Andes, the improvement of roads 
between Argentina and Chile, and the provision of better 
facilities in the port of Valparaiso, where an Argentine 
Custom House would be installed. 
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In the field of communications, the year 1946 was notable 
for the opening of the British South American Airways 
route from London to Santiago, via Dakar, Natal, Rio de 
Janeiro, Montevideo and Buenos Aires, and at a later date 
of the West Coast route, via Azores, Bermuda, Jamaica, 
Panama and Lima. The improvement in airmail communi- 
cation which the service via Buenos Aires affords is consider- 
able, letters now taking 3 to 4 days to reach London, instead 
of 7 to 10 days via New York. Air freight is being used 
increasingly for valuable or urgently-needed cargo, such as 
watches and automobile spares, the rate from London to 
Santiago being the reasonable figure of 16s. 8d. per kilogram. 


A distressing number of periodicals and catalogues con- 
tinue to arrive by surface mail, taking anything up to two 
months, the interest value and utility of which might be 
enhanced if they were sent by airmail, or in the case of bulk 
consignments, by air freight. 


Transport Facilities 


Other new entrants in the Civil airline field are the 
Argentine FAMA, running from Buenos Aires to Santiago 
and the Brazilian Cruzeiro Azul, operating the Rio de 
Janeiro, Buenos Aires, Santiago route. The Chilean 
National Airline, LAN, also operate a service from Santiago 
to Buenos Aires. Panagra, the United States airline, are 
running a more frequent and quicker service with DC 4s 
to Miami, which is reached in 2 days from Santiago, and to 
Buenos Aires. 

Shipping services both to Europe and the United States 
are gradually being improved as new or war-time built 
tonnage becomes available. The Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company, which enjoys a monopoly in outward freight 
from the United Kingdom to the West Coast of South 
America, has five new 12-passenger diesel ships of the ‘‘S”’ 
class and the pre-war luxury liner ‘‘ Reina del Pacifico,” 
is expected on the West Coast shortly, when she has been 
refitted, following her war-time career as a trooper. She 
will be the only passenger liner operating on the coast, a 
reflection perhaps, of the uncertainty in the minds of 
shipping companies’ boards regarding the competitive 
potential of air travel. A Swedish and a Norwegian line, 
the Johnson and Knutsen, respectively, are running a 
regular service to Antwerp, and their respective home ports. 
The Grace Line has a number of new cargo-passenger ships 
in commission on the New York-Valparaiso run. 

The two biggest Chilean lines, the Compania Sud Ameri- 
cana de Vapores and the Compania Chilena de Navegacion 
Interoceanica, have purchased a number of war-time-built 
ships from the United States. The former has just started a 
service of ex-C2s on the New York-Valparaiso run and also 
operate two coastal services, one confined to Chilean ports 
and the other extending to Peru and Ecuador. The C.C.N.I. 
runs from Rio de Janeiro, Montevideo, Buenos Aires via 
the Straits of Magellan to Valparaiso, a route which, owing 
to the greatly increased trade between the countries con- 
cerned, has proved to be a profitable venture. 


The economic future of Chile presents many incalculable 
factors, not the least among them being her capacity to 
control extremist elements and to cut her coat in accordance 
with the cloth. If she were to achieve a measure of success 
in these respects and if world economic conditions were to 
become reasonably stable, there is reason to hope that 
Chile may develop a more balanced economy than she has 
previously enjoyed, which could not fail to benefit her more 
highly industrialized suppliers.

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UWAIT is an Arab seaport lying between Saudi 
Arabia and Iraq at the head of the Persian Gulf, states 
His Majesty’s Representative at Kuwait. It is 
the natural port for the northern part of Nejd in Central 
Arabia and is within 80 miles by sea of the Persian coast. 
It is also the capital and only town of the independent Arab 


shaikhdom of the same name, which has a population of 


between eighty and a hundred and twenty thousand, and 
an area (mostly desert) of six thousand square miles. 

The shaikhdom has special treaty relations with Great 
Britain, which ensure that her external affajrs are conducted 
on her behalf by His Majesty’s Government and that His 
Majesty’s representative (the Political Agent) resides 
permanently in Kuwait. The rights of British subjects 
and non-Moslem foreigners are ensured by the provision 
that cases and suits in which they are defendants are heard 
in the Political Agent’s court. He also performs certain 
consular functions. 


Importance of Oil 


Kuwait) grows nothing and manufactures very little. 
Its great importance for the future is bound up with the 
vil concession granted to the Kuwait Oil Company, a British 
registered company, in which the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com- 
pany and the Gulf Exploration Company of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
each hold 50 per cent. of the share capital. The concession 
covers one of the world’s richest oil fields and the export of 
oil was begun in 1946. At present Kuwait has an annual 
production of about 24 million tons, which is being rapidly 
augmented. One consequence of this increased output of 
oil will be that the shaikhdom will receive very large sums 
of money in the form of oil royalties payable in rupees. 
As a result this relatively poor country will soon have a 
considerable surplus of funds and a unique opportunity is 
present for British exporters to establish a position in the 
market. It was quite recently announced that the Shell 
Company had entered into an agreement with the Gulf 
Exploration Company, under which Shell has agreed to 
purchase and Gulf has agreed to sell increasing annual 
quantities of crude oil from the Kuwait fields over the 
period of the agreement. 

A few score boats visit the pearl-banks between Kuwait 
and Bahrain in the summer and the pearls they find are the 
principal export of Kuwait other than oil. Small quantities 
of ‘‘ Persian ’’ lamb skins from Arabia are also exported. 

With timber imported from South India, sailing ships of 
up to 300 tons burden are built, and their building and repair 
constitutes the town’s sole industry. The boat-builders are 
renowned for their skill; and their ships sail as far as 
Tanganyika and Southern India, providing Kuwait's 
next most important occupation—the carrying trade. 
On the outward voyage dates are carried from Basrah and 
on the return, mangrove poles from Africa and from 
India timber, foodstuffs, tea, sugar, and manufactured 
goods. 

The local population, though small, contains a number 
of wealthy Arab merchants who made enormous profits 
during the war. The supply of local labour is not adequate 
to meet the demands of the rapidly expanding oil company, 
and as a result wages are high and an ordinary labourer 
can earn as much as ten shillings a day. All classes, there- 
fore, have money to spend and there is a great demand for 
consumer goods. The foreign population is also rising 
rapidly, and there are now about a hundred Europeans 
and Americans, and three hundred Indians resident in 
Kuwait. The State is also beginning to build schools and 
hospitals. Rapid development on modern lines is to be 
expected. Both the State and the mercantile community 
are anxious to buy British, but the latter have been dis- 
couraged by the refusal of a number of British firms to 
deal with them direct, instead of through agents located 
elsewhere in the Middle Kast.

Kuwait is the entreport for the north-eastern part of 
Saudi Arabia and the value of exports to that country jn 
1946 was approximately Rs.4,25,000. In addition large 
numbers of tribesmen from Saudi Arabia and Iraq and 
mariners from both shores of the Persian Gulf visit Kuwait 
and purchase their requirements in its bazaar. Owing to 
the light customs duties in Kuwait large quantities of 
consumer goods are imported for subsequent export as 
occasion arises to Iraq and Iran where the tariffs are very 
high. 

The total value of imports to Kuwait during 1946 jis 
estimated at over £2,500,00, and this figure is likely to rise 
rapidly with the increasing activities of the Oil Company, 

A duty of 64 per cent. is charged on all imports, and there 
is an export duty of 64 per cent. on certain local goods, 
No import duty is charged on goods transhipped direct 
from steamers to country-craft for re-export and not landed, 
There is no rebate of duty on goods re-exported after they 
have been landed and paid duty. 

The import of alcoholic liquor and products of the pig 
is prohibited except in small quantities under special 
arrangements for consumption by non-Moslem residents,

Argentine Import Control 


Jewellery, etc.: In regard to the notice in the 
Board of Trade Journal, July 12 (page 1196), the Minister 
(Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires has now 
forwarded particulars of Circular No. 784, issued by the 
Central Bank of the Argentine Republic, on June 30, which 
announces that the grant of exchange permits has been 
suspended for imports of fine jewellery, costume jewellery, 
and similar articles classified under the following Tariff 
Nos. :—890/98, 900/2, 908/9, 1306/7, 3405, 3507/13, 3576/77, 
3601/8, 3629/38, 3640, 3655, 3693/4, 3709/10, 3717/28, 
3811/13, 3820/23, 4048/49, 4070, 4073/90, 4101/5, 4109/17, 
4119, 4124/26, 4130/31, 4138/41, 4143/49, 4153/62, 4165/67, 
4169/75, 4177, 4185/86, 4189, 4204/5 and 4224/27. 

False stones classified under Tariff Nos. 908 and 909 are 
excepted, and exchange will be granted at the auction 
(luxuries) rate, i.e., 19-88 pesos to the £. 


Re-generated Rubber: In accordance with the Central 
Bank Circular No. 778, of June 26, exchange permits for the 
importation of re-generated rubber cleared under Tariff 
No. 4432 will be granted to tyre manufacturers upon the 
condition that the material is used in the manufacture of 
outer tyres. 

Customs clearance of rubber imported under this regula- 
tion is to be commenced before December 31, 1947. 


Cotton and Woollen Textiles: With reference to the 
notice under the above heading in the Board of Trade 
Journal, July 12 (page 1196), the Minister (Commercial) to 
H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires has now forwarded furthe : 
particulars of the Central Bank Circular No. 781 of June 3( 
from which it is observed that the grant of exch: ange 
permits has been suspended as a transitory measure for 
imports of textiles of cotton, wool and their mixtures, 
cleared under the following Tariff Nos. : 2979/80, 2982, 2989, 
2997/8 (and not 2989/2997 as stated in the notice under 
reference), 3001, 3004/5, 3038/40, 3044/46. 


Made-up Goods: The Minister (Commercial) to H.M. 
Embassy at Buenos Aires has now given further details of 
Central Bank Circular No. 783, which stated that exchange 


permits will not be issued for certain made-up goods of 


cotton, wool (pure or mixture), linen, silk and other fibres 
and mixtures (see Board of Trade Journal of July 12, 
page 1196). 


It should be noted that exchange permits will not be 
issued for goods classified under Tariff Nos. 701/03, instead 
of those classified under Tariff No. 710, as stated in the 
Board of Trade Journal of July 12. Parachutes have now 
been excluded from the goods classified under Tariff No. 
3102 for which exchange permits will not be issued. 


Incandescent Lamps: The Minister (Commercial) to 
His Majesty’s Embassy at Buenos Aires has reported the 
issue of Central Bank Circular No. 789 of July 8, which 
announces that an import quota for the second half of 1947 
will not be authorized for imports of incandescent lamps 
of 210/230 volts of any shape, classified under Tariff Item 
2292. 

The Bank is, however, prepared to consider applications 
for exchange permits from users of incandescent lamps, 
who can produce evidence that the lamps they require (or 
suitable substitutes) cannot be manufactured locally. 


Typewriters, Cash Registers and Calculating Machines : 
The Minister (Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos 
Aires reports, by telegraph, that the Central Bank of the 
Argentine Republic has temporarily suspended the issue 
of exchange permits for imports of typewriters, cash registers 
and calculating machines. 


Miscellaneous Articles: The Minister (Commercial) to 
His Majesty’s Embassy at Buenos Aires reports, by tele- 
graph, that the Central Bank of the Argentine Republic 
has suspended the issue of new exchange permits, as a 
temporary measure, of motor cycles, bicycles, tricycles and 
parts, chandeliers, table lamps and similar lamps and 
parts, electric ventilators, stop-watches, clocks, hats, 
razor blades, cigars, cigarettes and smokers’ requisites, 
firearms, musical instruments and parts, steel furniture, 
furniture, floor mats and coir matting, sports goods and 
games, saddlery, raisins, currants, almonds and peas. 


The Central Bank has also suspended the issue of

exchange permits for newsprint but this suspension is not 
described as temporary. 


Exchange for Purchase of Ships: With reference to the 
notice under the above heading in the Board of Trade 
Journal of July 12 (page 1196), the Minister (Commercial) 
to His Majesty’s Embassy at Buenos Aires, now reports 
that Circular No. 776 issued by the Central Bank on 
June 26, announces that from that date, exchange permits 
for the purchase of ships, complete or in sections, classified 
1327 bis, must be obtained in accordance 
with the provisions of the Central Bank Circular No. 637 
of January 20 (see Board of Trade Journal, March 8 
page 351). 

It is stated that the quota of one million tons of shipping 
to be acquired during 1947 and 1948 has already been 
covered, and that official banks will no longer grant loans 
to encourage the purchase of ships.

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Egyptian Company Law 


PRIVATE Company Bill introduced by Ata Afifi 
was passed by the Egyptian Parliament early this 
month. The law will come into effect three months 

after its text is published in the Journal Officiel. The 
publication has not, so far, taken place. The provisions 
of the Company Law most likely to affect United Kingdom 
interests in Egypt are as follows :— 

Article 4 of the law specifies that at least 40 per cent. of 
the directors of the Board of any joint stock company shall 
be Egyptian, failing which all decisions of the company 


shall be null and void, and a fine not exceeding £E.2,000 


may be inflicted on the company. 'The Council of Ministers, 
however, shall have the power to waive this decision in the 
case of companies whose activities are mostly abroad, or are 
particularly concerned with financial transactions in firms 
most of which are abroad. 

Article 5 specifies that the number of Egyptians employed 
by a joint stock company shall be not less than 75 per cent. 
of the total number of its employees, and their total salaries 
and allowances shall not be less than 65 per cent. of the total 
amount of salaries and allowances paid by the company. The 
word ‘* employee ’’ means every person performing adminis- 
trative, clerical, or accounting work and who receives pay 
or allowances for his work from the company. 

The number of Egyptian workmen shall not be less than 
90 per cent. of the total number of workmen, and their 
total wages shall not be less than the total wages paid by the 
company. 

These percentages must be attained within the period of 
three years from the date on which the law comes into force, 
in such a manner that a percentage increase shall be made 
each year of one-third of the figure by which companies 
fall short in the number of Egyptians they employ until the 
prescribed percentages of employees or workmen are 
reached. 

The Minister of Commerce and Industry has power to 
authorize the employment of technical managers and 
expert advisers of foreign nationality in cases where it 
proves impossible to find suitable Egyptians, and such 
technicians shall not be included in a calculation of above 
percentages. 

These provisions will apply to branches, agencies and 
offices in Egypt of joint stock companies established 
abroad. 

Article 6 specifies that at least 51 per cent. of shares of 
joint stock companies shall be earmarked for Egyptians 
whether on founding a company or on occasion of increasing 
the capital. The provisions of this Article will not apply to 
companies founded prior to the issue of the law until the 
period of the company’s concession is over, but they will be 
observed in the case of renewal. 





French National Solidarity Tax 


The French Government have announced in the Journal 
Officiel of June 26 that the National Solidarity Tax is 
being increased by 25 per cent. The date of payment of 
the fourth instalment of this tax, previously due on Novem- 
ber 18, 1947, is advanced to September 18, 1947, and the 
additional payment of 25 per cent. of the original tax must 
be made by November 18, 1947. 





Persian Import Regulations 


In our issue of July 5 we published details of import 
regulations in force in Persia, including a list of goods for 
which sterling would be made available at the ‘‘ official ”’ 
trate of exchange. It has since been learnt that the following 
should be added to that list: iron beams, iron sheets, 
round iron, angle iron and iron pipes. 
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Import Licensing in Egypt 


NOTE on the Anglo-Egyptian Financial Agreement 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on July 12, 
in which reference was made to the possibility that the 

Egyptian Government might reimpose import licensing on 
goods emanating from the sterling area. 


Ministerial Order No. 46 of 1947 has just been published 
in Egypt and establishes the necessity for import licences 
for all goods, including those from the sterling area, as from 
July 15. Exporters should therefore ascertain before 
shipping goods to Egypt that they are covered by an import, 
licence. 


Canada 


Goods Made in Canada: H.M. Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner at Ottawa has forwarded copies of Memorandum 
Series D, No. 51, MCR 76 and 77, dated June 18, 1947. 


Memorandum Series D, No. 51, MCR 76 states that oil 
filters, sometimes known as oil purifiers, and replacement 
cartridges, for use in connection with internal combustion 
engines, have now been ruled to be of a class or kind made in 
Canada, with effect three weeks from the date of the 
memorandum. 


Memorandum Series D, No. 51, MCR 77, states that mine 
car loaders, air-motor operated, bucket type, have now been 
ruled to be of a class or kind made in Canada, with effect 
three weeks from the date of the memorandum. 


Mexico 


Import Restrictions: H.M. Representative at} Mexico 
City has reported by telegram the issue of a Decree effective 
from July 11, which prohibits until further notice the 
importation into Mexico of the following goods :— 


Tinned and fresh foodstuffs, purses and wallets, furniture, 
cut diamonds, glassware, jewellery, refrigerators, velvets, 
oiled and waxed cotton, cloth carpets, shirts, cotton under- 
wear, ready-made clothing (excluding knitwear and neck- 
ties), socks and stockings, belts, silk suspenders, perfumes, 
cosmetics, wines, spirits, kraft paper, works of art, auto- 
matic pens and pencils, pocket knives, washing machines, 
radios, gramophones, pianos, watches, cars, trucks and 
buses. 

The importation of advertising matter will be prohibited 
from January 1, 1948. 


It is understood that a national commission for the control 
of imports will be established and will be responsible for the 
administration of this decree. 


Goods ordered before May 18, 1947, may enter Mexico up 
to October 15, 1947, where proofs of firm orders have been 
forwarded to the commission before August 15, 1947, by the 
importer and where payment has already been made. 
Importation of prohibited goods already on their way to 
Mexico on July 11, 1947, is permitted providing bills of 
lading are forwarded to the commission. 

The commission may permit the importation of prohibited 
goods in cases of hardship. It may also modify the decree 
to permit imports of prohibited goods where deemed 
necessary. Later it will fix import quotas for each country 
of origin and for distribution in Mexico. 


Customs Tariff Modifications : H.M. Representative has 
also reported the issue of a further Decree, effective from 
July 26, which raises the import duties on a number of 
commodities, including: fish, artificial fibres of animal 
origin, preparations containing sugar, essential oils, manu- 
factures of aluminium and other non-ferrous metals and. 
alloys, chemicals, buttons of artificial materials, felt hats, 
machetes, motor cycles and side-cars.

Credit Payment Restrictions: The Commercial Secret ary 
to H.M. Embassy at Bogota reports, by telegraph, that the 
Exchange Control Office has informed banks that, for the 
present, Letter of Credit facilities may not be granted for 
payment of imports in Groups 2, 3, 4 and 4B. 
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Uruguayan Import Control 


N regard to the notice under the above heading in the 
Board of Trade Journal of July 19 (page 1237), the 
Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Montevideo 
now confirms that the decree issued by the Uruguayan 





Ministry of Finance on July 1 makes it necessary for all | 


Uruguayan importers to apply for, and obtain, prior 
permission from the Controller of Exports and Imports 
before confirming purchases made abroad. From July 1, 
no Banking Institution may open credits or effect 
drafts or transfers for the payment of imports, unless 
the importer presents a document confirming that he has 
complied with the above requirements. 

The effect of this decree is to treat all merchandise on 
the basis on which ‘‘ 3rd category ”’ goods were previously 
treated, except that permits must now be obtained prior 
to confirmation of an order instead of prior to shipment. 

These measures have been adopted by the Uruguayan 
authorities to prevent their reserves of foreign exchange 
from dwindling and to ensure that the import permits 
issued shall be strictly limited in value to the total official 
quota fixed by the State Bank. 

The Commercial Secretary suggests that United Kingdom 
manufacturers and exporters before accepting an order 
(particularly for special manufacture) should ensure that 
their Uruguayan clients have complied with the require- 
ments of this decree. 


United States of America 
Invoices for Jewellery: A United States Treasury Decision 
(T.D.51676), published on May 22, states that in addition 
to all other information required by law or regulation, 


customs invoices for jewellery shall contain in respect of 


each style of article covered thereby the following 
information :— 
1. The design or motif. 
2. The component material of chief value. 
3. Whether or not the metal in the article is plated with 
platinum, gold or silver, or is coloured with gold

This exhibition will be staged in the Royal Scottish 
Museum from August 25 to September 30, when a large 
number of visitors will be in Edinburgh for the Scottish 
Musical Festival. In no sense of the word is this a Trade 
Fair, but a collection of the products of Scottish industries 
which have been selected by impartial committees for their 
good design, craftsmanship and finish. Its wide range will 
include shipbuilding, textiles, printing, furniture, leather 
goods and accessories, sports goods, domestic appliances, 
scientific instruments, tools, glass and pottery. 


Designs have been submitted for selection by 91 per cent. 
of the firms engaged in the woollen industry ; 78 per cent. 
in cotton, silk, rayon, flax and jute industries ; 92 per cent. 
in hosiery and knitwear ; 80 per cent. in the carpet industry; 
85 per cent. domestic appliances; 93 per cent. sports 
goods; 60 per cent. leather goods; 87 per cent. Scottish 
hollow-ware ; and the lace industry, 100 per cent. of its 
Association membership. 

The exhibition will be composed of four sections. Domina- 
ting the first section—‘‘ Scotland Yesterday ’—will be a 
figure of St. Andrew symbolizing Scottish enterprise. 





A map of Scotland will cover the ceiling with lights 
representing the important centres of sport and industry. 


A section of ‘‘ Scotland To-day ”’ will present the story 
of Scottish shipbuilding from Bell’s ‘‘ Comet’ to a model 
of the ‘‘ Queen Elizabeth.”’ In ‘‘ Scotland To-day ”’ Scot- 
tish textiles will be shown in an open air atmosphere. 

‘* Scotland To-morrow,”’ organized by the Department of 
Health for Scotland will show the planning of new Scottish 
towns and industrial estates.
